They got several, which inelude: 

1. Placing state names on both 
sides of the signs. 

2. Listing the states alphabet- 
ically. (No groupings of southern 
states, New England states, ets.)

Upland 
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Agreement Needed West of Us 
On Route of Freeway 


Tt will take a long time to get all the preliminaries clear- 
ed for the actual construction of the proposed free-way 
through here to Los Angeles. 

It will take a long time for various reasons. One reason 
is the inability of all interests to agree on the location. 
That disagreement is logical and to be expected. 

Through here the agreed upon route is the boundary 
line between Upland and Ontario. E. Q. Sullivan,’ district 
engineer for the state highway department, has received | 
the resolutions from the Upland and Ontario city council 
relative to the location and the possibility of depressing the 
freeway under Euclid avenue and perhaps some of the other 
avenues. 

What happens to the proposed route west of here? 

There will be a freeway that is practical only if it follows 
a reasénably direct route to the metropolitan center. Pomona 
interests are objecting to the route following a direct line 
west... A location further south is favored by Pomond in- 
terestsr’ There is a time for deciding on a location and there 
is a time for allocation oi money by state officials. 

When money is available and ready for allocation it 
will go for those projects that are ready for execution. All 
of which means that the longer it takes for local interests 
to decide on a location, the longer it will be for an actual 
allocation of money. 

Preparing for a major freeway is part of a long-range 
highway planning program. Countless numbers of similar 
projects are at various stages of preparation right now. In 
many instances one project is about as essential as another 
project. Therefore, the ones that are ready for execution 
first will be the ones getting the first allocations. 

Now that Ontario and Upland have agreed on a local 
site for the proposed freeway, we are pointing our finger at 
Pomona with the suggestion that unified action be taken to 
expedite the project that will mean so much to all residents. 

The highway will be built when all the preliminary engi- 
neering is completed—and when the money is allocated. 
The first step is get agreement on a site.

These find that the state, 
to absorb society, either must in- | 
tensify nationalism or brutally | 
suppress all nationalisms but one.

DANES FORBIDDEN TO WED REFUGEES 


COPENHAGEN, (/P)—More 


than 1,000 Danes want to mar- 
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ry German refugees who have been interned in Denmark 
since the liberation, but not a single permit to marry a 
German has been given, a spokesman for the ministry of 
justice said. Several Danish soldiers, with the Danish brigade 
in Germany. have married German girls. Nobody can forbid 
that—but they will never be able to get their wives with 
them back to Denmark. They will not be given entry permit. 

The spokesman said that the strict rules forbidding entry 
of wives of brigade soldiers are necessitated by the refu- 
gee problem. “We cannot press the Allied authorities to 
help us get rid: of the German refugees in Denmark and 


| simultaneously allow German women to settle in Denmark 
| as wives of Danish citizens,” he said.
